Benjamin Hardin was born In West- 
m-ircland county, Ps., In 1784, and In

He stud 
led law in 18 4 at Richmond, Ky., with 
Maitin D. Hardtn, and In 1815 at 
Bardstown with Judge Grnndy, and In 
18 9 was licensed to practice and set 
tied in Elizabethtown, where he re- 
mained two years. He then removed 
to Bardstown and contlned to live 
there antil bt« death. Mr. Hardin 
wsa elected to the legislature In 
1810, 1811, iSz4 and to the State Sen-

Me. Editok.— A lter a lengthy al- 
lence, I arise with the opening of 
epring to greet onr many readers. 
Of the many leading snbjecta that arc 
now before the American people. It 
seems to me that there Is nothing ol 
more Imporuncc to the general wel- 
tare of onr people, than that ol good 
roads.

Howard la innocent. On that point 
nobody ontsid of thoae who commit- 
ted the deed can have any knowledge. 
But any dispassionate reader of the 
testimony fairly reported must admit 
that tbe proof of his guilt was ex- 
tremely doubtful. It would have ac- 
quitted men charged with any other 
murder. 

The point we desire to make is that 
these are political trials, for political 
pnrposea. It la evident that there is 
nowhere on the side of the prosecn- 
tion any desire to condemn to death 
any man who committed the mnrder, 
bnt if possible to procure teatlmony 
that will encompass tbe conviction of 
William S. Taylor, Mr. Goebel's hon- 
estly-elected opponent, who dared to 
croM his ambltloiu path. Attorney 
Campbell declared In bis speech Tues- 
day that there was ”a higher than 
T.'iylor” who was gnilty. There was 
no higher official personage than 
Gov. Taylor at that time, so we may 
guess from insinnatlon in the context 
that the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Comp.my or one or more ol 
Its official are in mind. That way al- 
so leads the heritage ot Mr. Goebel’s 
hatreds of men who crossed bis pur- 
pose. That way, too, are keen frater- 
nal political hates that not even the 
man-hnnttr of Ohio has yet dared to 
open to action, bnt which lie in obey- 
ance to threaten the peace anil pro- 
gress oi the State and to be stirred np 
as political advantage demands. 

The object of the prosecution has 
been plainly to trade off the obscure 
man or men who sctnslly took part 
in the mnrder ef Mr. Goebel for teatl* 
my of any sort that can be used to 
convict Taylor and Powers, who were 
high officials and Repnbilean leaders, 
or the unnamed "higher than Tay- 
lor,” whe is presnmed to have Brown- 
Democratic blood In his veins. There 
has been suspicion from the first that 
the actual slayer of Mr. Goebel, was 
merely tbe tool ot higher conspirators. 
This suspicion has been held by the 
Democratic managers, and their 
whole effort has been to prove that 
snspicion. In order to do that tbe re- 
ward fund has been nsed to tempt 
witnesses, and fear of prosecution and 
promises of Immunity have been 
freely nsed on others. Tbe only tes- 
timony that has been produced has 
come from of these three sonrcea, all 
of them to be vigilantly snspected by 
every honest and sincere man.

Hor proepects In many respects are 
unequdl'il and, In a few, ezoluslvcly 
ber own. \Mille much cf her land to 
In profitable produottoa, there are 
many thuubands of acres lying Idle or 
oDly producing half what should be 
grown. Those need only tbo touch of 
i klllfuJ cultivation to bring tbe maxi- 
mum of crops. We need tbe help of 
ths educated farmer, from whatever 
source be may oomo. We need capl- 
tiU to further develop the state and 
Improve her lands, he World's Fair 
gives ue the opportunity of obtaining 
this needed asslctanoe by letting the 
world know what we can do. 'By 
their fruits shall ye know them.' " 

Fallowing this the chairman takes 
up different agricultural products and 
gives minute Instruetlons to county 
oommlttcemen on the collection ol 
same. He asks flor samplea of grain 
os follows: 

Corn — Entire stalk. 19 In number, 
with blades, ears and tassels com- 
plete; ears, 10 In number, shelled, 
one-tblrd gallon In strong cot- 
ton bag. The varl(;tles should all be 
shown, white, yellow, red, mixed, pop- 
corn, Kalllr corn, etc. 

Wheat — Sheaf, nine Inches in diam- 
eter, bound with twine or wire; 
threshtHl, cme-fourth bushel In cotton 
bog; should bo shown In every variety 
grown In the state. The macaroni 
and Emmcr wheat should be shown. 

Oats — Sheaf, nine Inches In dlam- 
Kor. bound with twine or wire; shell- 
ed, one-fourth bushel In cotton bag. 
Block, white, mixed, winter and every 
other variety. 

Rye — Sheaf, nine Inches In dlsm- 
i> 4 or, bound with twine or wire; 
thrnebed, one-fourth bushel, in cotton 
t«gs. White, black and any other 
variety known to be grown In tho 
state. 

Barley — Sheaf, nine Inches, bound 
as above; threshed, one-fourth bushel 
In cotton bags. 

Buckwheat — bheaf, nine Inches; 
threshed, ono-fourth bushel In cotton 
I'ags. 

O. W. Waddy of Waddy and J. B. 
Walker of Hopkinsville are chairmen 
of the subcommittees oo grain for tbe 
cMtern and western districts of tha 
state respectively. 

On grasses. Col. Nall says that all 
grain In the state, whether for mead- 
ow, pasture or forsge, should be In- 
cluded. These samples, be states, 
should be about six or seven Inches 
In dismotor fur the long grasses and 
less for th^ short ones, and should be 
carefully cured so as to retain bright 
color and swts-tnesa. Ho wants tue 
seeds of each variety n( grass shown 
in sampUe of one gallon each. J. W. 
Fmith of Olcndalo to at tbo bead of the 
•uboommltUo collecting graNsc-s The 
Hon. J. J. Johnson of Ixmlss to to look 
especially tn a display of grasses from 
the mountains.
